Samarra Seen as Victory 


Americans credit Iraqi troops for securing insurgent hotbed 


SAMARRA, IRAQ I Bloodied by weeks of suicide 
bombings and assassinations, Iraqi security 
forces emerged Sunday to patrol Samarra 
after a morale -boosting victory in this Sunni 
Triangle city, and U.S. commanders praised 
their performance. 

American and Iraqi commanders have 
declared the operation in Samarra, 60 miles 
northwest of Baghdad, a successful first step 
in a major push to wrest key areas of Iraq 
from insurgents before January elections. 

But locals were angered by the civilian 
death toll. 


Ofthe 70 deadbroughtto Samarra General 
Hospital since fighting erupted, 23 were chil- 
dren and 18 were women, hospital official 
Abdul-Nasser Hamed Yassin said. Another 
160 wounded people also were treated. 

The U.S. military said 125 rebels have been 
killed and 88 captured in the operation and 
that security was being restored. 

On Sunday, residents said they heard 
sporadic explosions as U.S. and Iraqi forc- 
es hunted for rebel holdouts in an otherwise

U.S. commanders praised Iraqi troops 
during the attack, saying they secured the 
hospital, a revered shrine and a centuries-old 
minaret. The Baghdad government has por- 
trayed the battle as a landmark on the road 
to establishing an effective fighting force.

Scientists say new 
eruption at Mount St. 
Helens appears likely 

MOUNT ST. HELENS NATIONAL 
MONUMENT, WASH. I As scientists 
warned that an eruption of Mount 
St. Helens appeared imminent 
Sunday, eager tourists camped 
out along park roads, hoping to 
catch a glimpse of the seething 
volcano without being overcome 
by ash and smoke. 

A second long tremor early 
Sunday and an increase in volca- 
nic gases strongly suggest magma 
is moving inside, researchers 
from the U.S. Geological Survey 
said. The mountain’s alert was 
raised to Level 3, the highest pos- 
sible, after a volcanic tremor was 
detected Saturday. 

“I don’t think anyone now thinks 
this will stop with steam explo- 
sions,” geologist Willie Scott said 
Sunday at the Geological Survey’s 
Cascades Volcano Observatory in 
Vancouver, Wash. 


MOJAVE, calif. I SpaceShipOne 
is one flight away from clinching 
the Ansari X Prize, a $10 million 
award for the first privately devel- 
oped manned rocket to reach space 
twice within 14 days.

Rice Backs 
Iraq Nuke 
Assertions 

WASHINGTON I National security 
adviser Condoleezza Rice on Sunday 
defended her characterization of 
Saddam Hussein’s nuclear capabili- 
ties in the months before the 2003 
Iraq invasion, even as a published 
report said government experts had 
cast doubt at the time. 

Rice said in a television interview 
in 2002 that the Iraqi president was 
trying to obtain high-strength alu- 
minum tubes to rebuild his nuclear 
weapons program. The tubes, she 
said, were “only really suited for 
nuclear weapons programs.” 

On Sunday, Rice acknowledged 
she was aware of a debate within the 
U.S. intelligence community about 
whether the tubes were intended for 
nuclear weapons. “I knew that there 
was a dispute. I actually didn’t real- 
ly know the nature of the dispute,” 
Rice told ABC’s “This Week.” 

“The intelligence community 
assessment as a whole was that 
these (tubes) were likely and cer- 
tainly suitable for, and likely for, 
his nuclear weapons program,” 
Rice said. 

A New York Times story Sunday 
quoted four CIA officials and a 
senior administration official as 
saying that Rice’s staff had been told 
in 2001 that Energy Department 
experts believed the tubes were 
probably intended for small artil- 
lery rockets — and not nuclear

Matchup of the Opposites 


VP debate will pair 
contrasting styles 
of Cheney, Edwards 

WASHINGTON I Sandwiched 
between higher- octane presiden- 
tial debates, this week’s matchup 
between Sen. John Edwards and 
Vice President Dick Cheney pits the 
Democrats’ chief of cheer against 
the Republicans’ shrewd and seri- 
ous second-in-command. 

While vice presidential debates 
typically have little influence on the 
race overall, there could be extra 
interest when the two very dif- 
ferent nominees meet Tuesday at 
Case Western Reserve University 
in Cleveland for their only debate 
of the campaign.

Study: Smoking 
Increases Risk 
Of Colic in Babies 

C H I C AG 0 I Mothers who smoke dur- 
ing or after pregnancy increase their 
babies’ risk of developing colic, those 
vexing, inconsolable crying spells 
that affect up to 20 percent of U.S. 
babies in their first few months of 
life, researchers say. 

The culprit, based on stud- 
ies in adults, is likely nicotine, 
which increases blood levels of a 
gut protein involved in digestion, 
said Brown University epidemi- 
ologist Edmond Shenassa. That 
may result in painful cramping 
that makes babies cry, he said. 

Researchers reviewed several 
studies, including six that involved 
more than 12,000 babies. 

Secondhand smoke — from

Pope Beatifies Controversial Nun

U.N.’s Annan calls for 
halt to fighting; Sharon 
vows to stay the course 

JERUSALEM I Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon pledged Sunday to esca- 
late a broad Israeli offensive in 
northern Gaza, saying troops will 
remain until Palestinian rocket 
attacks are halted. Israeli officials 
said the offensive — in which 58 
Palestinians and three Israelis have 
been killed — will help clear the way 
for an Israeli withdrawal. 

Israel poured 2,000 troops into 
northern Gaza after a Palestinian 
rocket attack on Wednesday killed 
two preschoolers in the Israeli town 
of Sderot. The large-scale opera- 
tion gathered momentum again 
late Sunday when about 25 tanks 
moved into Beit Hanoun, the town 
closest to the Israeli border and 
Sderot across the fence. 

The fighting, concentrated in the 
Jebaliya refugee camp, has caused 
heavy damage. Palestinians say the 
Israeli forces have destroyed homes, 
torn up roads and left a kindergar- 


ten in rubble. About 15,000 people 
living in the area have been without 
water and electricity for days. 

Previous Israeli military oper- 
ations have halted suddenly when 
civilian casualties soared, and 
there were signs that the inter- 
national community was reach- 
ing its limit. 

On Sunday, U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan called on 
Israel “to halt its 
military incursions 
into the Gaza Strip, 
which have led to 
the deaths of scores 
of Palestinians, 
among them many 
civilians.” 

Israeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon pledged to expand the 
area under Israeli control to stop 
the rocket fire. “The forces will 
have to remain there as long as 
this danger exists,” Sharon told 
Army Radio, and Lt. Gen. Moshe 
Yaalon, the army commander, said, 
“The troops are ready to continue, 
not in terms of days, but weeks.”

VATICAN CITY I The 19th-century 
mystic nun who inspired some of 
the more controversial scenes of Mel 
Gibson’s hit movie, “The Passion of 
the Christ,” was beatified Sunday 
by Pope John Paul II. 

Beatification is the last formal 
step before a person is elevated to 
sainthood. 

Sister Anne Catherine Emmerich 
shared the “bitter suffering” of Jesus 
Christ and dedicated her life to 
“complete, loving devotion of him,” 


the pope said in a regal ceremony 
in St. Peter’s Square. 

The bedridden nun was said to 
have borne stigmata and when rev- 
eling in ecstasy recounted scenes of 
Jesus’ torturous last hours. 

Gibson was said to have drawn 
on some of Emmerich’s gory 
descriptions to portray Jesus’ suf- 
fering. Emmerich’s visions also 
included images of devils living 
among the Jews, inciting them to 
attack Jesus, and other notions that 


have often been used to blame Jews 
collectively for the crucifixion. 

Attempting to ease the controver- 
sy, the Vatican has said Emmerich’s 
virtuous life was the basis for her 
beatification, not the visions. 

Emperor Charles I was another 
controversial candidate for saint- 
hood. Praised by the pope as a man 
of peace, the last Hapsburg mon- 
arch, who died penniless in 1922 
after the collapse of his empire, 
commanded troops who used poi- 
son gas on the battlefield in World

Kerry-Bush election 
campaign generates 
flurry of voter activity 

RICHMOND, VA. I Virginians are turn- 
ing out in heavy numbers over most 
of the state to beat Monday’s dead- 
line for registering to vote in this 
year’s presidential election, state 
and local election officials say. 

Pair the brisk demand from parti- 
san groups, from interests as diverse 
as unions and nursing homes and 
even from young voters uncharac- 
teristically energized by this year’s 
race with a spike in absentee ballot 


applications and it portends a large 
voter turnout, officials say. 

As of Sept. 1, however, registra- 
tion in Virginia was nearly 4.4 mil- 
lion, up from slightly less than 4 
million at the same point in 2000, 
the last presidential election. 

But with the bitter contest 
between President Bush and 
Sen. John Kerry entering its final 
month, activity has jumped sharply, 
said Jean Jensen, secretary of the 
State Board of Elections. She said 
the September registration period 
was up by about 10,000 over the 
same period four years earlier. 

Registration is particularly heavy 


in Washington, D.C.’s closest Virginia 
suburbs, both of which traditionally 
vote heavily Democratic. 

Arlington County’s registrar, 
Linda Lindberg, said she has 
counted about 4,000 new regis- 
trations during the past month, 
“and that doesn’t include address 
changes of people who move here 
from other place.” 

In neighboring Alexandria, 
there’s been a notable jump in parti- 
san voter outreach, said Tom Parkins, 
the city’s general registrar. 

“There’s so much more activity 
around the neighborhoods,” Parkins

Party holds summit 
to energize efforts 
against Bush, Ehrlich 

COLUMBIA, MD. I Since Republican 
Robert Ehrlich was elected gover- 
nor in 2002, Maryland’s Democrats 
have been searching for a message 
and a leader. 

More than 500 self- described 
“progressives” met at a Columbia 
hotel Saturday, hoping to strengthen 
the liberal wing of the party. 


Meeting just a month before the 
presidential election, organizers said 
their immediate aim is to ensure 
that Massachusetts Sen. John Kerry 
carries Maryland on Nov. 2. They 
also want to beat Ehrlich in 2006 
and exert a greater influence on the 
agenda in Annapolis. 

At the summit, Baltimore Mayor 
Martin O’Malley and Montgomery 
County Executive Douglas Duncan, 
both of whom are considering a run 
for governor in 2006, earned stand- 
ing ovations for their appeals to defeat 


President Bush and, later, Ehrlich. 

Despite the energized crowds, 
many party leaders stayed away. 
None of the state’s six Democratic 
congressman — each up for elec- 
tion this year — attended. 

Donald Norris, a policy scienc- 
es professor at the University of 
Maryland, Baltimore County, said 
a shift to the left could make a trou- 
bled party worse. “If the Democratic 
Party embraces that notion, they are 
going to get killed by the L-word,”

David 0. Russell’s 
newest film wants to 
know why we’re here 

PERSONALITY I David O. Russell is 
a lot like his new movie, “I (Heart) 
Huckabees”: highly intelligent, scat- 
terbrained, a bit goofy, concerned 
about political and social problems 
but ultimately optimistic. 

“Huckabees,” a comedy about 
such confronting one’s relation- 
ship to the infinite, is the first 
movie in five years for Russell, the 
writer- director of “Three Kings” 
and “Flirting With Disaster.” 

Besides existentialism, the 
movie also addresses the dangers 
of sprawling development, the insid- 
ious marketing tactics of retailers 
like Wal-Mart and U.S. support of 
oppressive, oil-rich regimes. 

“Huckabees” concerns a bum- 
bling pair of detectives (Dustin 
Hoffman, Lily Tomlin) who inves- 
tigate existential crises. They are 
hired by an environmental activ- 
ist (Jason Schwartzman) concerned 
that a corporate executive from the 
Huckabees discount retail chain 
(Jude Law) is trying to take over 
his anti- sprawl coalition. 

Russell also makes room for

Mark Wahlberg as a firefight- 
er who refuses to use petroleum 
and Naomi Watts as the bubbly 
Huckabees spokesmodel. 

Wahlberg s character’s sensitiv- 
ity to U.S. dependence on foreign oil 
shows Russell hasn’t left the issues 
from “Three Kings” behind. 

Warner Bros, financed “Soldiers 
Pay,” a documentary about the war 
in Iraq that Russell co-directed with 
two filmmakers this year. The stu- 
dio planned to couple the film with 
a pre-election re-release of “Three 
Kings.” But the studio backed away, 
and “Soldiers Pay” will be released 
instead by the independent distrib- 
utor Cinema Libre Studios. 

“They thought it was asking too 
many questions about the war and 
the occupation,” Russell said. 

In one clip, soldiers talk about 
stealing cash and valuables from the 
homes of wealthy Iraqis — “Three 
Kings” redux, except it really hap- 
pened. But Russell doesn’t mope 
about the situation in Iraq — he 
enjoys needling the Bush admin- 
istration. A similar sunny disposi- 
tion pervades “Huckabees.” 

“That’s the most daring thing 
about it, is its optimism,” Russell 
said. “It’s sincere. We’re not ridicul- 
ing these ideas.” ben nuckols (ap)

Frank Gehry’s designs 
at the Corcoran wed 
form with function 

ARCHITECTURE I Modernist archi- 
tect Frank Gehry shocks some crit- 
ics with walls constructed of mam- 
moth bulging sheets of metal and 
roofs sloped at odd angles. 

A show of scale models and 
artist’s renderings of Gehry’s 
projects, titled “Frank Gehry, 
Architect, Designs for Museums,” 
is on display through Feb. 21 at 
the Corcoran Gallery. The exhib- 
it includes renderings of his plans 
for the Corcoran, housed in a cen- 
tury-old building in the beaux arts 
style and Washington’s oldest art 
museum. The project, expected to 
be completed in 2009, would dou- 
ble the Corcoran’s space available 
for exhibits. 

The extra room is sorely needed; 
much of the gallery’s collection is 
in storage for lack of space. 

“Gehry’s designs,” says a descrip- 


tion on the wall of the exhibit, “begin 
as free sketches that are translated 
into working models made of paper 
and wood. Gehry may crumple a 
paper and attach it to the model. 
Only at the end of this process is 
a computer used to translate the 
model into a final design.” 

At a showing before the official 
opening at the Corcoran, Gehry 
insisted that despite their fantas- 
tic looks, the forms of the museums 
he has designed are determined by 
the way the inside space is used, for 
offices, classrooms, exhibition gal- 
leries, workshops. 

Models and photos in the show 
include the Experience Music

Racist CD Sent Out to Teens 


MINNEAPOLIS I An anti- discrimi- 
nation group is warning parents 
about a “white power” music label 
that is using bulk mailing lists to 
send racist CDs to teenagers across 
the country. 

An official of Panzerfaust 
Records said it was pressing 
100,000 copies of a “pro-white 


sampler CD” in a campaign dubbed 
Project Schoolyard USA. 

“Panzerfaust has intentionally 
designed its CDs to lure unsus- 
pecting teens with a free giveaway,” 
Abraham H. Foxman, national 
director of the Anti-Defamation 
League, said in a statement. “In 
reality it is a thinly veiled attempt 


to attract kids to hateful, racist 
music and white power bands.” 

Panzerfaust, based in the Twin 
Cities suburb of Newport, says on 
its Web site that white teenagers are 
the target audience for its CD, which 
features song titles such as “White 
Supremacy,” “Hate Train Rolling” 
and “Commie Scum.”

“Obviously there’s a message 
behind the music, and the mes- 
sage is one that we’re also inter- 
ested in marketing as well,” said 
Byron Calvert, one of the men 
who operate Panzerfaust. 

Calvert, 33, said the label has 
direct-mailed 50,000 CDs to 
teenagers with interests including 
heavy metal music or skateboard- 
ing. Calvert bought bulk mailing 
lists to obtain the teens’ names and

Suggs, who sat out Cleveland’s 
first three games with a neck sting- 
er, rushed for 82 yards and scored 
a touchdown in the fourth quarter, 
leading the Browns to a 17-13 win 
over the Washington Redskins on 
Sunday. 

From his first carry of the season, 
a 25 -yard burst in the first quarter, 
the former Virginia Tech star gave 
the Browns (2-2) the spark their 
ground game had been missing.

New England ties mark for consecutive victories 


FOOTBALL I Tom Brady’s arm and 
Richard Seymour’s legs. You can’t 
accuse the Super Bowl champion 
New England Patriots of running 
out of winning combinations. 

The quarterback and the defen- 
sive end teamed up to secure the 
Patriots’ record-tying 18th straight 
victory, 31-17 over the Buffalo Bills 
on Sunday. 

Brady’s performance was no sur- 
prise, putting New England ahead for 
good, with a 2 -yard touchdown pass 
to Daniel Graham four minutes into 
the fourth quarter that broke a 17-17 
tie. It marked the 16th time that Brady 
has led the Patriots to victory in the 
final 15 minutes or overtime. 

Seymour’s effort was much more 
breath-taking. 


With the Bills threatening to 
tie the game, the 310 -pound line- 
man snapped up a fumble by Drew 
Bledsoe forced by Tedy Bruschi and 
ran it back 68 yards to seal the vic- 
tory with 2:44 remaining. 

“A lot of sucking air,” Seymour 
said. “I just kept running.” 

And so appear to be the Patriots, 
who have not lost in 53 weeks, 
going back to a 20-17 defeat at 
Washington on Sept. 28, 2003. 

The Patriots tied a record held 
by four other NFL teams and also 
by the 1947-48 AAFC Cleveland 
Browns.

VOTING I It used to get crowd- 
ed whenever Eileen Rivera Ley 
voted. 

Blind, Rivera Ley had to rely 
on someone else to read the bal- 
lot aloud, then vote for her. That 
meant as many as four people — 
Rivera Ley, the person who pulled 
the levers and election judges from 
both major parties as witnesses — 
huddled in the voting booth. 

This November, Rivera Ley, 41, 
will vote by herself for the first time. 
Blind voters in Maryland and sev- 
eral other states will use electronic

voting machines that allow the dis- 
abled to vote independently. 

The Help America Vote Act, 
passed by Congress in 2002, 
requires polling places to provide 
the same privacy and independence 
to all voters by 2006. 

Maryland invested $55 million 
to install ATM-like touch-screen 
machines in every polling place. 

Models have the ability to pro- 
duce an audio recording of a bal- 
lot, and blind voters use a keypad 
to cast their votes. 

For those that have difficulty see- 


ing, the text size can be increased 
and the contrast adjusted to make 
the ballot screen easier to read. 

Electronic voting faces several 
legal challenges over concerns the 
machines can be tampered with or 
produce inaccurate votes because 
of computer glitches. 

Critics of the touch-screen 
machines, on which nearly one in 
three U.S. voters will cast ballots on 
Election Day, want the machines to 
produce a paper record of each vote 
cast, as they do in Nevada. 

Arizona officials, meanwhile, 
have devised a system that seems 
to satisfy both the disabled and 
touch-screen critics. 

After voters make selections, the 
machines mark a standard ballot 
and spit it out.

Q My employer is offering a 
Health Savings Account as 
a health insurance option next 
year. What is it and what are its 
benefits? 

A Health Savings Accounts, or 
HSAs, are a new approach to 
providing health care that com- 
bines a tax-free account that can 
be used toward medical expenses 
along with a high-deductible 
insurance plan with low premi- 
ums. They were introduced last 
December as part of Medicare 
reform and have some similarities 


with flexible spending accounts. 

HSAs are part of the move- 
ment to encourage individuals to 
be more discerning with decisions 
about how they spend health care 
dollars. The tax-free account can 
either be funded by the employer 
or the worker or some combina- 
tion of the two. 

The employee’s contribution 
to the account is paid with pretax 
dollars, lowering their taxable in- 
come. An individual buying an HSA 
in the open market can take the 
contribution as a tax deduction. 

This year, the total contribu- 
tion to an individual’s account is 
limited to $2,600 while the ceiling 


for a family is $5,150. 

The tax break is one benefit of 
such plans but is probably only no- 
table for people making more than 
$50,000 a year, said Robert Cor- 
rigan of First Health Group Corp. 

Corrigan said the bigger 
advantage for employees is that 
once the employer places the 
money in the account it is theirs to 
keep even if they leave the com- 
pany. The money can also be ac- 
crued year after year and invested 
just like a 401 (k) so it can grow 
for future needs. That differs from 
flexible spending accounts where 
any leftover money is lost if not

Astronauts waiting 
for shuttle to pick up 
trash at messy station 

There’s no space in the space sta- 
tion. 

So, a few weeks ago, the two 
astronauts who live there tossed 
out some useless junk, letting it 
float away in space. 

The throwing- away — during 
a recent spacewalk — was done 
cautiously so that the discarded 
antenna covers and expired pump 
panel didn’t become deadly boo- 
merangs. 

Such is life in space, post- 
Columbia. 

With no garbage pickup by shut- 
tles for nearly two years, the interna- 
tional space station is looking more 
and more like a cluttered attic. 

A barrage of hurricanes and 
their devastating blow to NASA’s 
launch site have delayed the next 
shuttle flight, by Discovery. 

So the stuff will keep piling up 


and up. 

“It’s at the point where we have 
to figure out a way to handle it. You 
can’t just wish it away,” said astro- 
naut Kenneth Bowersox. 

“It’s essential that when that 
first shuttle comes up, before they 
do anything, they start to clear out

the items that we need to deliver 
back to Earth on the shuttle,” astro- 
naut Michael Foale said. 

During Foale’s six-month sta- 
tion stay, which ended in April, the 
overcrowding slowed him down and 
began to affect his work. 

“We’re in a constrained situa- 
tion right now,” observed Suzan 
Voss, manager of NASA’s cargo 
integration office. “But it’s still a

safe situation.” 

Columbia’s catastrophic 
plunge from the sky on Feb. 1, 
2003, grounded the shuttle fleet 


and halted all space station con- 
struction. 

The Russian Space Agency has 
been sending manned capsules 


and supply ships to the station. 
The cargo carriers have provided 
backup stores of precious oxygen 
that have come in handy during 
the repeated breakdowns of the 
station’s main oxygen generator. 
Little can be returned to Earth 
in the capsules besides the astro- 
nauts themselves, and the cargo 
ships are cut loose and inciner- 
ated in the atmosphere. So only 
trash goes into the carriers before 
undocking — empty food contain- 
ers, dirty clothes, aluminum toilet 
cartridges full of solid waste. 

International accords frown 
on dumping things overboard; 
the objects could become danger- 
ous pieces of space junk.

Ready for Early Risers 


RISE AND shine, folks! Last week 
Metro started opening the rail sys- 
tem a half-hour earlier — at 5 a.m. 
— from the end-of-the-line stations. 
The new service was met with enthu- 
siastic reviews — or as enthusiastic as 
someone can be before sunrise. 

Before 5:30 a.m. on Monday 
we had 5,852 customers enter the 
rail system; on Tuesday, 6,091; on 
Wednesday, 6,372; on Thursday, 
6,185; and on Friday, 5,834. 

Our Board identified the 5 a.m. 
opening as a good way to provide 
new service that would have benefits 
for those who use it regularly (or even 
just occasionally) because it allows 
customers to get a half-hour jump- 
start on their daily commutes. We 
think it will be particularly helpful 
to individuals who live in suburban 
Maryland and Northern Virginia. 

The early morning trains start 
making their way downtown from 
the terminal stations at 5 a.m. every 
12 to 15 minutes. That means our 
customers at the end of the line 
see two additional trains prior to 
5:30 a.m. 

Customers waiting for trains 
at the mid-line stations have the 


opportunity to catch one addition- 
al early morning train around 5:15 
a.m. and customers in the down- 
town core see train service begin 
closer to 5:30 a.m., as those end- 
of-the-line trains make their way 
into downtown Washington. 

We are able to provide earlier 
morning service this way because 
as we prepare to open the rail sys- 
tem, we usually stage trains at des- 
ignated locations so that they are 
ready to roll when the system opens. 
Now we basically are moving cus- 
tomers on the trains that had been 
headed to staging locations. 

The rail stations are open at least 
10 minutes before the first train is 
scheduled to arrive, sort of like a 
domino affect. Early risers can visit 
our Web site (metroopensdoors.com) 
to check the rail timetables for the 
exact first train departure time at 
their specific station. 

See you at the crack of dawn!
